HEPRESESTiTIYgS AND DUTY. 


Tariff Legislation and Scandal. 


The Senate has ordered an investiga- 


tion of the various allegations of bribery 
and corruption in connection with the 
pending tariff bill. There seems to be a 
pretty strong case against Butts who is 
represented as having been in the market 
for votes in a way that was not likely to 
prove successful, but nobody will care 
very much for the speculations of Mr. 
Butts unless it should be found that he 
was operating under a commission. 
The people who buy legislation do not 
usually go to work in such a bungling 
way. 


Why should there be occasion for 


these investigations? Is honor at so 
low an ebb in halls of our Congress, that 
we need set a watch dog over it in the 
shape of threatened investigations ? 
Unfortunately so it seems. 


No inquiry is necessary to establish 


the fact that the McKinley tariff was 
enacted in practical compliance with a 
pledge or understanding made during 
the previous campaign, in consideration 
of large contributions from protected 
interests, and it is doubtful if even the 
most energetic Senate committee can 
obtain much more definite information 
upon this subject than is already in pos- 
session of the public. 


But the fundamental vein which lies 


at the bottom of all these scandals does 
not concern individual Senators, It con- 
cerns the whole system of class legisla- 
tion embodied in our tariffs for a genera- 
tion past, with its accompanying ma- 
chinery of log-rolling and the alliance of 
party organizations with the money 
power, that has brought the political 
life of the country under subjection aud. 
made the lobby the controlling power at 
the National Capitol. As long as our 
revenue system is based, not upon the 
needs of the people, but upon the de- 
mands of this, that or the other partic- 
ular industry, so long must the action of 
Congress be trammeled, and the votes 
of its members be subject to suspicion, 
and as long as the tariff is now kept in 
dispute, there is a constant invitation to 
the lobbyists to ply their arts, aud a 
constant suspicion of interested motives 
on one side or the other. 


The one way for the Senate to clear 


itself from all these scandalous imputa- 
tions is to go right on with its work, un- 
influenced by personal solicitation, and 
pass a tariff bill that will stand the scru- 
tiny of the country as a measure designed 
for the benefit of the whole people, and 
for that alone. 


Judge Dallas, in the United States Cir- 


cuit Court, last week denied the motion 
made for the United States, to have the 
Gettysburg Electric Railway Company 
enjoined from building a branch trolley 
road to Kound-Top, alleged to interfere 
with the battleOeld. He also flled an 
opinion quashing the petition of the 
United States, in which it was asked to 
have condemned the land on which the 
branch trolley is (o be run and for the 
appointment of a jury to assess the value. 
The judge said : 


The Gettysburg Electric Railway Com- 
pany moves to quash the petition, and 
upon that motion, among other things, 
denies that the Secretary ot War has been 
authorized to procure the land described 
and, as my conclusion upon the question 
thus presented is determinative ol. the 
controversy, the several additional rea- 
sons assigned in support of the motion 
will not be discussed. 


The power of the Government of the 
United States to take private property 
for public use, upon making just com- 
pensation, is unquestionable ; and, foi 
the present purpose, i assume, without 
deciding, thaD the use alleged to be con- 
templated m this instance is a public use 
and that the taking proposed would be 
compensated. The pow er referred to is, 
however, not exercisable at all m the 
absence of legislative authorization 
Iliis, at least with resect to the cuse be- 
fore the court, is not disputed and con- 
sequently, the only material injury is • 
lias Congress, by the statutes ielied 011 
by the petitioner, authorized the Secre- 
tary of War to acquire by condemnation 
the property to which the petition re- 
lates ? 


NO LEGISLATIVE iUTnOHITST. 


By the act of August 1, ISiS, it is pro- 


vided that "in every case in which an} 
officer of the government is authorized 
to procure real estate" ho may acquire 
the same by condemnation. The author- 
ity to condemn ia thus made dependent 
upon the existence of authority to pro- 
cure, and the assertion of this latter 
authority is based in the present case 
solely upon the act of ilarch 3, 1893, 
which is an act "making appropriations 
for sundry civil expenses oj the govern- 
ment" and appropriating, inter allia, 
$25,000 for certain distinctly specified 
objects, among which the procurement 
of real estate is not mentioned. There

Senator Teller, after 


his very sensible speech, telling the Re- 
publican Senators that they no longer 
had any reasonable excuse for delaying 
the flnal vote on the bill, clinched his 
argument by forcing a test vote on a 
motion to lay the bill on the table. 
That motion received the vote of every 
Republican present, 28 in all, and every 
Democrat present—among them Senator 
Hill—35 in all, voted against it, as also 
did three populists. The vote removed 
the last vestige of doubt about the pas- 
sage of the bill, and leaves Republican 
filibustering without a leg to stand on, 
the Republicans having claimed that

CONGRESSMAN BARTER'S RECIPE FOR 


EAJJD TIMES. 


Congressman Harter, of Ohio, was re- 


cently invited to address a mass meet- 
ing of Coxey sympathizers and his vaga- 
bonds, but, instead of doing so, wrote 
the chairman of the committee a letter 
of which the following is an extract : 


Dear Sir .-—As I am not certain I can 


ue at the meeting, I wish to suggest an 
effective remedy for hard times, which 
is also a very simple one. Confine the 
work of Congress to the limits of the 
Constitution. 
Stop levying taxes to 
provide profits (under the name of pro- 
tection) for a portion of our people at 
the expense o£ the balance. 


Publish far and wide that it is not the 


business of the United States to raise 
prices, provide work, regulate wages 
or m any way to interfere in the private 
business or personal affairs of the people 
Declare that the control of State banks 
and all other State and local affairs, like 
roads, for instance, shall remain exclu- 
sively with the State and local govern- 
ments. Prove to all the world that we 
intend to keep every dollar of the circu- 
lating money issued or coined by the 
United States at the full gold value of 
100 cents. Put our civil service upon a 
busmess-like foundation. 
Kick out 


spoilsmen and bunco legislators; and 
prosperity will return without investing 
many quack nostrums, and without 
putting on liver-pads or porus plasters. 


A little every-day common sense, in- 
dustry, economy and hopefulness, will 
hasten the return of gocd times but 
avoid quack remedies, quack Congress- 
men and crank Senators, and when such 
worthies tell you we must put up the 
price of silver, wheat, grindstones, tu- 
lips or toadstools to the figures they 
commanded in the days of Adam, of 
George Washington, or even in 1873—1 
say when such ideas are advanced put 
cotton in your ears and keep on at your 
calling. The troubles we are Laving are 
the outgrowth of simon pure paternal- 
ism, and when these few changes are 
made in our present methods, and we 
then return to Americanism in its pur- 
ity, that is, to personal, individual self- 
reliance, our troubles will fade away as 
the mist flies before the rising sun. 


This is a sensible letter, and contains 


much that will do people good to think 
about. What is known as "paternal- 
ism," that is the people looking to the 
general government to father all their 
business responsibilities when business 
is bad, has brought much of the present 
trouble on the country. It seems to be 
the custom for every man to rush to 
Washington and ask Congress to "pro- 
tect" him and there is far too much of 
this sort of "protection." As Congress- 
man Harter says, "we must return to 
Americanism in its purity," meaning 
that men in business must rely on them- 


is certainly no expressed intent to acquire 
real estate, aud therefoie the authority 
claimed must, if it exists, rest whollj 
uponirnplieatipn. Thepowerof eminent 
domain is an inherent aud essential at- 
tribute of sovereignty, but it is arbitrary 
in character and is subversive of the right 
of private property whenever it is re- 
sorted to. Therefore, before it can be 
exercised by any officer of the govern- 
ment its delegation to him must plainly 
appear, and may not be deducted from 
ambiguous language by doubtful infer- 
ence. Apart, however, from this espec- 
ial consideration, it would be impossible 
to accept the petitioner's coiistructiou ol 
the statute which he sets up. 


ONX.T AS APPBOPBIATIOJT ACT. 


It is an appropriatioa act. Under the 


only head whicli is pertinent, it simply 
appropriates for certain distinctly desig- 
nated purposes a sum of money which 
may or may not be sufficient to meet the 
expenses involved in executing those pur- 
poses. But it not only does not contain 
any express provision or direction for the 
acquisition of land, it does not even 
make any appropriation which can, in 
reason and fairness, be supposed to have 
beea intended for the procurement (in 
addition to the specified items) of the 
strip of ground 30 feet wide and 6,000 
feet long to wh ich this proceedini, relates. 
The contention that, without taking this 
land, the purpose of the act cannot be 
accomplished, is one which should not 
be allowed to prevail. It is not neces- 
sary to assume that the fact was, or was 
supposed by Congress to be, that the 
United States would find it requisite to 
acquire the soil, and, at all events, it is 
cor Congress and not for tha Court to 
determine what jwwer the formei should 
or must delegate to effect its purposes. 
To uphold-tue authority now claimed 
would, in my opinion, be to supplem-nt 
not to construe, a legislative euactment 
and to sustain this petition would, I am 
convinced, be to sanction the taking of 
property without right. 


By the victory ol Gettysburg the in- 
tegrity of the (. onstitutionof the United 
States was pieseived and patriotism de- 
mands that the licld of that great battle 
should be appropriately marked and em- 
bellished, but without doing violence to 
the Constitution itself, no Court can 
usurp the legislative power which that 
instrument vests exclusively in Congress • 
nor, without disregard of its principles 
can any person or number of persons he 
deprived of property withoutdue process.

stoppage or interference with trains car-

The title of the bill is "To protect the 
United States Mails," and it provides 
that any person who shall rob or at- 
tempt to rob or maliciously obstruct or 
retard tor the purpose of robbery the 
passage of any railroad train on which 
the mails are carried shall be punished 
by imprisonment at hard labor not less 
than one nor more than twenty years. 


Attorney General Olney, in answer to 


a resolution adopted by the Senate last 
week, asking what action had been taken 
against the trusts under the act of July 
2,1S90, has furnished the Senate with 
the record of a suit began against the 
various firms composing the sugar trust, 
which was dismissed in the U. S. Court 
for the Eastern District of Pennsylva- 
nia, with costs against the government, 
appealed to the Circuit court, which af- 
firmed the action of the court District, 
and which is now before the U. S. Su-

Sparrows. 


THERE are one million more men than 


women in Japan. Hitherto a Japanese 
woman has been obliged by law to mar- 
ry. If she did not choose a husband for 
herself, the government selected one for 
her. 
The emperor has now declared 


that women shall be allowed to remain 
single if they choose. 


Death to the sparrow has been pro- 


claimed from Washington by the orni- 
thologist of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, who says: By far the best way to 
fight the pest is by the destruction of its 
nests and young. Full ninety per cent, 
of the nests may be reached by means of 
a long pole with a hook on the end. The 
great strongholds of the English spar- 
row in towns and cities are the masses 
of Japanese and English ivy and Vir- 
ginia creeper that cover the sides of 
churches and buildings. If these vine 
covered walls are within reach of a hose 
pipe, multitudes of young birds may be 
destroyed by thoroughly dousing the 
vines with water at night. By syste- 
matic and concerted effort millions of 
young sparrows may be prevented from 
reaching maturity. He further suggests 
that the sparrow is a "toothsome, nutri- 
tious article of food, not to be distin- 
guished from a rice bird." These sug- 
gestions are being followed by many to 
such an extent that it is possible now to 
hear a chorus of song birds in almost 
any of the pleasant rural districts close 
to the city.

He knew the Father of Waters when 


a steamboat captain on its breast was the 
greatest man in the country, but now the 
railroads have cut down the traffic, the 
law has stopped the racing, and the glory 
and profit of dodging suags and sandbars 
are almost down to nothing now. 


Of course, Captain Ledermann is full 


of stories about the Mississippi and the 
men he met there. If there is anything 
a river steamboatman runs to more than 
medals it is reminiscences. 


"I have been a sailor all my life," said 


he yesterday, "and I don't suppose I wil' 
ever be anything else at heart. I came 
on the Mississippi about twenty-five years 
ago, and I've been 011 it ever since, at 
least up to the time when I took my trip 
to California to see the Fair. 


"Business was booming on the river 


when Icame. Lots of excitement; deck- 
loads of travel; gilt-edged rates and a 
moral cinch from St. Louis clean down. 


"Those were the days when the three-

There is much interest In the relation 


of capital to labor, and in the questions 
it involves. It is often true that men 
fail to attain the comforts and luxuries 
of life because of poor management, and 
not simply because they are down-trod- 
den by capital.

a professional man with an income of 
six hundred dollars a y«ir. The other 
is a mechanic, and his income is larger. 
The first married with no capital, but 
with a determination to live within his 
income, be content with simple food 
and simple ways. His wife made a 
study of household economy, and, like 
himself, desired to be free from debt, 
even though she must wear calico while 
others wore silk. 
There were three 


children within six years. At the end 
of that tune their rented house of nine 
rooms was prettily and tastefully fur- 
nished throughout. 
They were both 


healthy, with hearty, romping children; 
the husband's life was insured, and their 
home was cheerful with good books aud 
pictures, as well as with the sunshine 
which comes with healthy lives and 
good consciences. They were free from 
debt, and were able to dress neatly and 
in good taste. 


The other brother married. He wish- 


ed to "live as well as his neighbors," 
and bis wile wished the same. They 
bought handsome furniture with which 
to "set up housekeeping," and paid for 
it, or tried to. in installments. 
The 


wife strove beyond her strength in order 
to dress like her associates, and to keep 
her two children in dainty apparel. She 
bought food of the baker that she might 
have more time to sew, and the family 
meals were of rich, unwholesome food, 
owing partly Co ignorance and as much 
to carelessness. The husband reasoned 
that with his small wages and large ex- 
penses he could never lay up money and 
must "enjoy life as he went along." 
When he wanted a good dinner or an 
expensive cigar he bought it. 
Each 


tried to spend all they could and felt 
sorely toward those who could spend all 
they wished. 


At the end of six years the wife had 


sewed herself into the grave, and the 
husband was left with two sickly chil- 
dren, hundreds of dollars in debt, and 
fathoms deep in melancholy of mind 
and soul. 


The trouble is we are not content to 


live simply, if need be ; we are not in 
telligent enough, through our own neg- 
ligence, to live wisely as we ought to 
live. We try to put a six thousand dol- 
lar career into a six hundred dollar 
salary, all of which is vanity, and worse 
than vanity. 


At the same time there may be those 


who have lived as wisely as possible, 
and yet suffer. It is truly an honor to 
be singled out, like Job, to suffer not for 
our sin but for God's glory, being sure, 
however, that it is not sin, ignorant or 
otherwise, that keeps us down. 


If we have wealth it is our privilege 


to put added touches of brightness into 
the lives of those who are seeking to 
shape honest careers with small incomes 
—though our wave-tossed brother may 
reach land without our help should we 
refuse to aid him.—Chi'on Signal.

that terrible cataclysm of nature th« 
earthquake itself, the Uadship, al- 
though happily of^ but a very minor 
affiair indeed, involving but the dis- 
placement of a few tons of loosened 
soil, ^occasionally assumes far greater 
and more forbidding proportions, CSIIL- 
ing, as in a recent instance withe our 
own shores, deplorable destruction to 
land and property and sotnetimes even 
terrible loss of human life. 


The severity of these disasters is nat- 


orally greatest in the most mountain- 
ous countries, where the decay of the 
rocks or excessive saturation of the soil 
by rain loosens whole tracts of land 
and launches the overwhelming mass 
with irresistible force upon the valievs 
below. Thus, in the year 1806 the 
greater part of theBosaberg mountain 
behind the Rigi, slipped down without 
preliminary warning, burying whole 
hamlets and villages in its fail, and 
causing the death-as was afterward 
ascertamed-of over eight hundred in- 
habitants. 


In 1839, at Lyme Regis, Dorset, a 


stnp of chalk cliff three^uarters of a 
mile long slid forward into the beach 
carrying whole fields, houses and trees 
with it. Another landslide, attended 
with great loss of life, occurred in 18SO 
at .Xaini, in the Eimalyas, when some 
thirty valuable British lives, including 
several officers, were lost and nearly two 
hundred natives perished. Again, ia 
the following year, by a landslip near 
Canton, one hundred and fifty persons 
were killed. 


As an instance of the entraoi denary 


smoothness with which these jreat 
masses of detached laud travel, may oe 
mentioned a landslip that happened 
some years ago near Lebanon. X.H. A 
number of farm hands were disturbed 
at supper by a sound as of the sudden 
discharge of firearms, followed by a vio- 
lent jerk, and then the whole house 
seemed to be moving. Looking out of 
the windows they could see—for it was 
a clear, starry night-the boughs of 
trees in the distance passing rapidly by, 
as if on a railway journey. 


This went on for some minutes, when 


a violent jerk threw them off their feet 
and on running out they found that 
though the farm had still the same trees 
and outbuildings about it, it no longer 
stood in the same locality, but had Been 
projected bodily upon the lauds of an- 
other owner lower down the valley. 


And this offers what is perhaps the

Countless have been the legal actions 
brought by proprietors whose lands have 
suddenly shifted on other people's prop- 
erty, or by landlords whose real estate 
has been swamped hy the fields of other 
men.

Let its wheels 
be run until they have given (he same 
number of revolutions that a watch does 
in one year, and they will have covered 
a distance equal to twenty-eight com- 
plete circuits of the earth. All this a 
watch does without other attention 
than winding once every twenty-four 
hours.

Stone Heaps Kill Trees. 


The commonly observed fact that a 


pile of stones around a tree is sore death 
to it is thus explained by American Culti 
rater: 
There are a variety of causes. 


Stone heaps make a harbor for mice, 
which burrow in the loose soil under the 
heap and bark the trees under shelter of 
the stones. Apple and pear trees are of- 
ten destroyed thus—in fact nearly all 
kinds of trees when surrounded by stone 
heaps are sure to be more or less de- 
nunded of their bark. But a pile of 
stones around an oak or a butternut ia 
usually fatal to it if kept two or three 
years, though the bark of these trees is 
never eaten by mice. The reason is this, 
the stones make a mulch around the 
the trees, encouraging the growth of 
roots in warm weather close to the sur- 
face of the ground, but in winter the 
stone heap is no protection against deep 
freezing, and the destruction of the ten- 
der, succulent roots of the tree near the 
surface seriously injures it. The repeti- 
tion of this process three or lour yean 
in succession usually finishes the tree.

Editors of Compiler: The positive and 


emphatic denial of Senators Voorhees, 
Jones, Vest, Harris "and McPherson,

A Resolution to Condoms. 


TH8 TBOLLEY ASD THB BATELEPIBtD. 


As appears in the opinion of Jndije Dal- 


las, in another column, no authority was 
given by statue to condemn the Trolley 
Railway. In the Honse, last Thursday, 
General Sickles, of New York, offered a 
joint resolution providing for the preserva- 
tion of the landmarks npnn the historic bat- 
tlefield of Gettysbnrg and authorizing the 
Secretary of War to obtain lands in the 
vicinity of the battlefield for the purpose ot 
executing the act of March 3, 1893. 


The resolution reads as follows: 
WHEEEAS Congress appropriated by the 


act of March 3, 1893, the sum of $25 000 to 
acquire certain lands foi tbe purpose of pre- 
serving the linn of battle at Gettysbnrg 
Pa.,andI for properly marking the positions oc- 
cupied by the varions r">mmands of the armies 
of the Potomac and Northern Virginia on that 
neld, and foropsning and improving avenues 
along the positions occupied by the troops, 
and lor determining tbe leading technical 
positions ot both armies: ano> 


WHEEEAS an appropriation for the .nr- 


ther sum of $50.000 is now under considera- 
tion by Congress for the like purposes, 
which has passed the House of Representa- 
tives and is now pending in the Senate: and 


WHBflEAS it hrs bten recently decided 


by the United States court sitting in Penn- 
sylvania, that authority has not yet been 
distinctly giren (or the acquisition of snch 
lands as may be necessa-y to enable the Sec- 
retary of War to execute the purposes de- 
clared in the aforesaid act; and 


WHEEEAS there is imminent danger that 


portions of said battlefield may be irrepara- 
bly defaced by the construction of a railway 
over the same, thereby making imprr.ctica- 
ble the execntion of the provisions ol the 
act ot March 3, 1893 ; Therefore

EJTEBEST AND PHOHT. 


Too much rain, we are told, has not 


done either the corn or oata any good, 
but has been a groat benefit to grass. 


DIKING such weather keep the stock 


off the fieldo. It will pay you better to 
cut grass and carry it to them than to 
have the fields injured by pasturing. 


A SUGGESTION has been made to thin 


out the corn stalks and leave but one 
ear to the stalk for the purpose of get- 
ting large, sound seed Try it. 


IT is stated that 44 out of every hun- 


dred persons m tne United States are

£6 in Canada, 48 in 


France, 17 in Germany and seven in 
England.

Do not depend on one kind of crop. 


Agriculture is a diversified Industry, ex- 
tending the whole year. Theie is al- 
ways something to grow and plenty of 
work to do.

MARKET the crops on the farm by 


feeding stock and saving the manure 
It costs nothing for transportation to a 
home market. 


To prevent borers wrap tar paper 


around the trees. The paper should ex- 
tend six inches below the ground and six 
Inches above the surface. 


THE Vermont Experiment Station af- 


ter three years of experiment decides 
that sour milk Is superior to sweet for 
feeding pigs. 


QUAUTT is the demand for fruit at the 


present time. The highest pnces are 
only paid for the best, and much of the 
fruit that reaches the market remains 
unsold because of lack of quality. 


FARMERS are learning that manure 


and fertilizers are plant foods, and 
that plants select the kind of food pre- 
ferred. With a knowledge of the re- 
quirements of plants comes a larger in- 
crease in the yields. 


Birr once or twice a week a large 


beef heart from your butcher, boil it 
until well done and tender, chop fine 
and feed to both young chicks and old 
fowls. They eat it ravenously,-and it is 
a fine food for them. 


A STOCKMAN says that sulphur should 


always be kept m handy reach of the 
sheep house. It is a preventive of many 
ills. A few pieces of roll brimstone 
should be always found In the horse and 
cow troughs Insects and vermin do 
not like sulphur. 


TAKE extra good care of the horses 


during the working season. Sponge the 
shoulders and other points where the 
harness bears, whenever the horse has 
been used enough to sweat at all 
When at work give them water in the 
middle of the forenoon and afternoon, 
as well as at feeding time. 


IF a team pulls unevenly the trouble 


may be remedied by unhitching the in- 
side traces and crossing them so as to 
have the same horse attached to the 
same end of each singletree. One case 
13 known where many a heavy load has 
been puded by adopting this expedient 


IF the bridle is taken oft a young 


horse quietly, so that the bit comes out 
of his mouth easily, it will not be long 
before he will assist in taking .t off, 
but if he is hurt by the operation he 
will throw he bead to one side or jerk 
bark every time tne bndle is removed 
There should not be the slightest hitch 
about taking tho bit from the mouth of 
a colt. By this process many s colt 
has been ruined. 


THE farmer who gets behind with 


his work in the growing season neglects 
what he then does in his anxiety to catch 
up by half doing hia work. In such 
eases it would be wiser so secure enough 
help to catch up, and do the work 
properly also. Work half done in any 
branch of farming brings the usual 
results of slipshod methods when the 
crops are gathered. Nubbin culture pro- 
duces nubbins 
The stock on the farm 


are benefited as much by a varied diet 
as the farmer's family. 


A POTTLTBY grower says that the fruit 


grower can combine fruit growing and 
poultry raising without occupying more 
land than would be required for one 
pursuit, and the results from the or- 
chard and Irom the bens would be more 
satisfactory. The fowls tun be made to 
assist in protecting the trees by giving 
them loose soil for dusting near the 
trunks of the trees, and placing their 
drinking water under trees and feeding 
them at the base of each tree. 


Oij> barrels may be utilized for mak- 


ing admirable nests for turkeys. Knock 
out both heads with the exception of 
one-third of each. Sink the barrel in 
the ground on its aide nearly as deep as 
the portions of the heads left in. Fill 
the barrel nearly even with the head 
pieces left in with dirt, round out in the 
centre to nest shape, put in sufficient 
fine wilted grass, cover the barrel with 
brush so as to partially hide it and keep 
it from blowing away. This is an ideal 
nest for turkey hens, and they soon find 
it and take to it very readily. 


MB. CAMPBELL, of Dwake, New Zea- 


land, eradicates the Canadian thistle 
thos. "About twelve months ago I had 
a patch of these thistles on my farm, 
to which I applied a slight dressing of 
powdered brimstone by sowing broad- 
cast with the hand, somewhat similar 
to fon^if artificial manure. This wholly

have been announced by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, and these 
statements have caused some unneces- 
sary alarm among those who do not un- 
derstand the nature of the insect or who 
confound it with true locusts or so-called 
"grasshoppers" The department has 
made no such public announcement the 
present year, although the cicada chro- 
nology published by Prof. Kiley in 1886 
predicted an extended appearance of the 
insects in 1884 


The entomologist of the department 


states that the damage done by these 
insects is, aa a rule, quite immaterial, 
consisting in the slight cutting, break- 
ing, and deadening of the terminal twigs 
of fruit and shade trees by the females 
m the act of laying then- eggs. The In- 
jury becomes serious only when the in- 
sects are exceptionally abundant and 
oviposit in young nursery stock. 


According to Prof. Eiley's chronology, 


given in his first report on the Insects of 
Missouri (1886), two broods are due in 
1894, and the insects will make then- ap- 
pearance during the last week in May. 
Brood XII is composed of the 17-year 
form (Scptendeam), and its last appear- 
ance was in 1877 It then occurred in 
the vicinity of New Tork, Brooklyn and 
Jeisey city, and on both sides of the 
Hudson Eiver as far north as Troy, and 
in portions of Connecticut, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and the District 
of Columbia Seventeen years previous 
to 1877 the insect was recorded in North 
Carolina, in Dearborn County, Indiana, 
and in Kaiamazoo County, Michigan 
The last three localities, however, were 
not substantiated by reports received 
m 1877. In all the localities above men- 
tioned, cicadas may be expected during 
June of the present year. Brood XVIII 
is of the 13-year race (Jredectm), and as 
with other 13-year broods its range is in 
the mora southern States. Its last ap- 
pearance was in 1881, when it occurred 
m southern Illinois, throughout Mis- 
sou n (except the northwestern corner), 
m Louisiana, Arkansas, Indian Terri- 
tory, Kentucky, Tennessee, Mississippi, 
Alabama,'Georgia and North and South 
Carolina 


The lame, which live underground 


ami feed to some extent upon the roots 
of plants, gradually rise to the surface 
of the ground when neanng full growth, 
and from about May 20 to June 1 they 
begin to make their appearance above 
ground in the nymph or pupa condition 
They crawl up the trunks of trees, cast 
their skins, and the winged insect comes 
forth 
The adults are prevalent for 


five or six weeks, and, as above stated, 
do some damage to trees and shrubbery 
by puncturing them for the purpose of 
egg laying. The eggs hatch in about 
two weeks and the young larva drop to 
the ground, which they enter to begin 
their long subterranean life.
